PREFACE 


Mr#  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  upon  the  Health 
of  the  Urban  District  of  Sawbridgeworth  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1960#  This  report  is  made  in  accordance  with  instructions 
contained  in  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  No#  l/6l  dated  31st  January, 
1961# 

The  Health  of  the  District  continues  to  be  excellent  and  there 
is  little  of  consequence,  except  of  a  favourable  nature,  to  report  in 
the  realm  of  infectious  diseases# 

The  population  has  continued  to  increase,  the  I960  Registrar 
General *s  Estimate  being  4,68o  as  compared  with  4,550  in  1959*  This 
has  been  made  up  by  a  natural  increase  of  22  and  an  inward  migration  of 
108,  the  total  increase  thus  being  130,  which  is  30  less  than  the  total 
increase  in  1959. 

The  number  of  live  births  fell  from  66  in  1959  to  62  in  I960,  out 
of  which  three  were  '’illegitimate”#  It  is  extremely  satisfactory  to  note 
that  there  were  no  still  births,  no  maternal  deaths  and  no  inf  amt  deaths# 

There  were  40  deaths  at  all  ages  compared  with  46  in  1959*  The 
National  figures  always  show  that  deaths  from  all  forms  of  heart  disease 
greatly  exceed  those  due  to  other  diseases,  with,  in  latter  years, 
Malignancy  creeping  into  second  place#  In  Sawbridgeworth  in  I960  the 
deaths  due  to  all  forms  of  Heart  Disease  numbered  11,  while  the  deaths 
due  to  all  forms  of  Malignaincy  -  including  Leukaemia  in  the  category  of 
Malignancy  -  numbered  12#  Out  of  these  12,  6  or  509^  were  caused  by 
Cancer  of  the  Lungs#  While  the  figures  dealt  with  are  so  small  as  to 
have  no  statistical  significance  they  are  nore  the  less  of  extreme 
interest  in  view  of  present  day  trends  in  mortality  lists. 

There  was  nne  accidental  death  due  to  a  railway  accident  and  two 
suicides,  both  in  males,  one  due  to  drowning  and  the  other  to  Coal-Gas 
poisoning# 

The  ages  at  which  the  deaths  occurred  is  worthy  of  consideration# 
Split  into  age  groups  at  70  and  over,  the  numbers  were  as  follows:- 
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Nj.i'.eteeii  oGi>e3  oi'  Mt.at.lc3  and  fifteen  of  Vi/hooping  Cough  were 
notified  during  the  year.  An  outbreak  of  Sonnd  Dysentery  however, 
occurred  in  a  Residential  Nursery  during  the  Summer  and  l6  children 
and  members  of  the  staff  had  positive  bacteriological  findings. 

Admissions  were  stopped  and  tv;o  children  were  sent  to  hospital. 
Investigations  of  the  water  supply,  drainage.  Milk  supply  and  ICitchens 
revealed  no  cause  for  the  infection  which  was  thought  to  originate  in 
a  member  of  the  Staff.  The  outbreak  was  soon  controlled  by  the  visit¬ 
ing  Physician  and  the  Nursery  v;as  reopened  after  all  the  children  and 
members  of  the  staff  had  recovered  and  had  returned  three  negative 
specimens. 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  or  Poliomyelitis  were  reported  in  I960. 

Wliile  the  acceptance  rate  of  immunisations  against  Poliomyelitis  is 
satisfactory,  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  this  is  not  the  case 
in  the  adult  population.  I  cannot  urge  too  strongly  that  people  of 
all  ages  should  avail  themselves  of  the  protection  now  available. 

During  I960  four  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  registered  v/hile 
seven  were  removed  from  the  register.  The  figure  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  22,  this  being  made  up  of  19  Pulmonary  and  three  Non-Pulmonary. 

As  in  previous  years  no  serious  infringements  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  were  encountered.  Careful  scrutiny  of  food  premises  is 
constantly  maintained.  In  January  I960,  an  old  lady  aged  85,  living 
alone,  with  failing  eyesight  and  unable  to  look  after  hereself,  was 
found  to  be  in  need  of  core  and  attention.  As  she  steadfastly  refused 
to  go  voluntarily  into  Part  III  Accommodation  it  was  eventually  necessary 
to  Invoke  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Acts  1948  and  1951 • 

Her  removal  entailed  some  difficulty  and  as  no  accommodation  was  avail¬ 
able  in  the  immediate  vicinity,  che  was  admitted  to  Wellfield  at  Hatfield. 
Despite  the  excellent  care  she  has  received  there  and  the  fact  that  her 
physical  condition  has  improved  immeasurably,  she  still  refuses  to  stay 
voluntarily  in  Wellfield  and  in  consequence  a  renewal  order  has  to  be 
obtained  from  the  Court  every  three  months.  This  is  the  first  time  in 
my  experience  that  I  have  encountered  such  a  refusal.  Even  after 
statutory  removal,  a  step  to  which  one  reluctantly  has  recourse  only 
in  extreme  circum.stances  as  it  interferes  with  the  liberty  of  the  sub¬ 
ject,  I  have  found  that  the  persons  removed  quickly  become  alive  to 
the  advantages  of  having  skilled  care,  comfortable  surroundings, 
regular  meELls  and  constant  attention.  They  soon  have  no  v/ish  to  re¬ 
turn  to  their  original  conditions,  are  anxious  to  stay  voluntarily 
and  often  express  surprise  at  their  original  unwillingness  to  move. 

There  is  no  public  swimming  pool  in  the  Urban  District. 

During  the  year  discussions  took  place  with  a  view  to  the  Urban 
Districts  sewerage  entering  the  Harlow  Trunk  Sewer.  This  is  referred 
to  in  greater  detail  in  Section  C. 

The  Councils  building  programme  accounted  for  22  new  houses  in 
i960  while  32  were  erected  by  private  enterprise. 

In  conclusion  therefore,  a  review  of  the  events  of  I960  show 
that  the  past  year  has  been  characterised  by  Excellent  Health  and  slow 
but  steady  expansion.

HOSPITAL  SERVICES 


Sawbridgeworth  is  served  chiefly  by  the  Herts  and  Essex  General 
Hospital  (formerly  Hayraeads)  and  by  the  Bishop’s  Stortford  and  District 
Hospital. 


These  Hospitals  are  managed  by  the  Hertford  Group  Hospital  Management 
Committee,  within  the  North  East  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

GENERAL  PRACTITIONER  MEDICAL  SERVICES. 

Two  General  Practitioners  reside  and  practise  in  Sawbridgeworth: 
but  the  Town  is  also  served  by  Practitioners  in  the  Harlow  (Essex)  and 
Bishop’s  Stortford  localities. 

DENTAL  SERVICE 

Dental  Practitioners  are  available  in  adjoining  towns. 

OLD  PEOPLE’S  WELFARE  ASSOCIATION 


This  body  is  very  active  in  Sawbridgeworth  and  in  addition  to  its 
other  functions,  has  for  a  number  of  years  been  responsible  for  a  much 
needed  Chiropody  Service,

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  piped  sup  .,ly  is  provided  by  the  Lee  Valley  Water  Company 
to  1,604  premises. 

premises  in  the  District,  including  new  houses,  were  connected  to 
the  mains  during  the  year,  leaving  four  dwellings  in  Spellbrook  which  are 
supplied  from  privately-owned  wells. 

QUALITY 

Bacteriological 

Reports  were  received  upon  31  samples  of  the  town's  water  supply, 
and  show  that  B.Coli.  were  absent  from  100  ml.  in  each  case. 

Chemical 


Twelve  samples  were  submitted  for  analysis.  The  report  by  the  Chemist 
stated  that  all  samples  conformed  to  standards  of  purity  considered  suitable 
for  public  supply. 

In  two  samples  the  iron  content  was  too  high. 

DRAINAGE,  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Most  of  the  District  is  served  hy  main  drainage.  Sewage  is 
disposed  of  at  two  sewage  works.  The  effluent  at  the  principal  works 
is  discharged  into  the  River  Stort  after  purification  and  in  the  case  of 
the  other  (smaller)  works,  it  is  disposed  of  by  septic  tank  treatment 
followed  by  land  irrigation. 

Two  out  of  five  samples  of  effluent  taken  from  the  Central  Sewage 
Works  for  analysis  were  satisfactory  upon  analysis.  Two  samples  were 
slightly  high  in  suspended  matter,  and  the  other  had  a  high  B.O.D.  content. 

The  Council  have  under  consideration  a  scheme  for  disposing  of 
sewage  effluent  to  the  Rye  Meads  Sewage  Works  by  connection  of  district 
sewers  to  the  existing  trunk  sewer  in  Epping  Rural  District.
